LENINE KISSES OAMtTAt 

Judging bv press reports, Lenin is acquiring some economic 
sense, though it may well b doubted whether he ha. had a change of 
heart His cunning may be far superior to his consoince. However 
that may be. it is interesting to note that a corporation has been 
formed bv Soviet sympathizers in the Unitd States for the purpose of 
taking control of certain clothing factories hi BnteU, whieh.faotones 
are to be turned over to the corporation by Lenin, who had evidently 
confiscated them from the formers owners. Fund* for the corpora- 
tion are to be raised by selling shares at $10 each and dWdends are 
to be paid as profits will jionnit 

Lenm having given his approval to the scheme, one would nat- 
urally uifer that he had qualifid his declaration of eternal war upon 
capital. The $10 per share which he and hU sj-mpathizers expect tlie 
American people to invest, is capital-the savings of thousands of 
hard working Americans who spent a little less than they earned. 
"With the ink hardly dr>- on his announcement that hr woul .Im-ver 
compromise with capital, Lenin would welcome any small amounts 
of capital— or large amounts— that he can extract from the pockets 
of industrious and thrifty people. A more impressive tribute to; the 
importance of capital could scarcely be imagined. 

Quite likely the organi«er§ Of the movement will be able to raise 
the necessary funds by selling sh.-.re in the corporation at ^10 each, 
but, after the money has ben broufsht together and the factories taken 
over, the investora of that money will undoubtedly feel some concern 
lest Lenin put into practice once i:iore his theories of nationalization 
of property. If he could confiscal ^ the factories in the first place, he 
can Utter confiscate the property of the coporation that takes them 
over and operates them, or he can confiscate the profits that might 
be available for the paymnt of di ■ idends. 

Another Jv '^re o ftbf news report tliat challenges attention is 
the emphasis plai.il upon the promise of dividends. That promise 
was highly important if funds were to be raised on other than a 
charity 1 .isi>^. People who have worked and saved while others were 
idling: or <• eppsneding, feel that they have a right to remuneration 
for t'.;e use of their savings. They feel that they are entitled to bene- 
fit by their industry and self sacrifice. The Soviet sympathizers 
reeugnize this almost world-wide principle of individual' property 
rights, notwithstanding their own Soviet government expressly de 
nies it. 

It will be both hiterestmg and inatmotive to observe the progress 
•of this effort to bring caypital to the rescue of its sworn enemies. 
'A3>parently there can be but one of two results — either Lenin must 
aekncwledge the essential character of capital or he must repeat his 
previous acts of confiscation. "Whichever course he pursues ,the 
world will get an additional lesson in economics.

WashtagtoB, Jane 14.— (SpeeUl Oor- 
respmrttBoe) — There has (or some 

time t)««n pending before Congress a 
bLU Introduced by Representative 7ohn 
Jacob Hogeri, of MassacbusetU. "for 
te reorganization and Improvement of 

the foreign scrvlcp of the United 
SUtes." That bill is on the calendar 
and hearingi are expected to take 
place with respect to It in the near 
future. 

Briefly the bill provides for the cre- 
ation of a single foreign service 
through the amalgamaUon of the 
^IcauMe and consular services ou 
an iBterehangeable basU; represneU- 
tloa allowaiieas for iDtalin service of- 
fleon; a oorps of foreign service pu- 
pils to be eduoated for the serriee at 
government expense; a retirement 
system (or toretga service offlcers, 
based on tbe present civil service re- 
tirement act. In view of tbe American 
Consular Hulletln the Rogers bill, it 
enacted, tt-ill record another milestone 
In the npbnlMing of our foreign serv- 
ice. 

While Secretary of State Hughes 
has not formally approved this uiea.-;- 
ure. It Is quite evident from the ad- 
dress which he made recently to tlie 
S. Chamljer of commerce at its an- 
■nal eonvontion in Washington iiiat 
the Bogert bUI is In harmony with Mr. 
Hvihss' Ideas. With respect to the in- 
tenhangeablUtT ot the serrlees he 
said: 

■There is also the need ot a greater 
flexibility. There has loong been too 
great a dlsttnetion between the poIiU- 
.^1 interests of the diplomatic service 
and the commercial interests of the 
consular .service. Both are engaged in 
political work and both are engaged n 
commercial work. Vou cannot at this 
time take economics out of diplomacy 
If ou would protect our interests on 
the one aide you must support them on 
the other, and I believe that the two 
branches of the service— now called 
the diplomatic and consular — should 
he dfaira together and treated as an 
InterUiingeable unit This would per- 
mit the men to be assigned from one 
Benrlce to the other and thns give a 
greater range of opportunity for put- 
ting men tt plaeee where they belong 
as their asUtadea and special UlonU 
are revealed." 

With respect toa dditional allow- 
ances for foreign service ofBcers the 
secretary declared "the truth Is that 
our foreign service Is undermanned 
and underpaid" and he called attcn- 
tian to the fact that the cost of the en- 
tire service of the State Department, 
foreign and domestic, amounts to less 
than $11,000,000. The receipts of tiu> i 
department exceeded the expenditures j 
by n.270,000 last year, dne in part to 



high paaspbft (Sea which Mr. Hughes 
hopes to see reduced. 

With respect to educating men for 
the .■'crrloe, the Beerotary said: '^e 
patent fact is that yon eanaot tevs an 
ellioient (oredA servlee wlthoitt hav- 
ing trained moo and you cannot se- 
core trained mea without an adequate 
sysstom lOr their seleotioa and .mam- 
tenaaee." 

Throughout his entire address Mr. 
Hughetf streaaed the fact that foreign 
service offlcers are woefully under- 
paid, n situation which creates "a 
ilonhle harm. fii>i in lieepinj; out men 
who would invif;()raio ilie siMvioc. and 
on the other hand in creating the Im- 
pression that it Is a rich men's clnb" 
since none but the well-to-do can af- 
ford to serve, aturally this suggests 
that evi'i\ if the pay is somewhat aug- 
mented, retirement pay Is a wise pro- 
vlalon. "I Bay bluntly that no Ameri- 
can oaa face ttie facts without a sense 
ot humiliation," says the secretary, 
"ani he Is compelled to qualitfy his 
boasting of oar intelligence an dciv- 
ilisation so long as this eondition oon- 
tinnee." 

And it will continue so long as tbe 
Democrats keep up their obstruction- 
ist tactics in Conuress which prevent 
consideration of pressing constructive 
legislation.

If the bolshevik government of fiassia is designed to put a stop 
to prodnetion, as intimated by the notes of Seeietary of EKate Hogbea 

it is certainly working at high efficiency in securing low productive 
power. In 1913 Bnssia produced 257,000,000 poods (pood equals 36.1 
pounds) of pig iron, 259,000,000 poo'ds of open-hearth steel, and 
214,000,000 poods of rolled steel. That was nnd^r the czaristic 
regime, which in itself was not very great encouragement to the 
productive power of the country. But in 1921, under the benign 
inflnonoe of Lenine and Trotsky, the two gentlement who lest Kast 
Side Now York to escape woii and J^afl' od ihe demorslized Russian 
nation, that nation produced 7,000,000 poods of pig iron, 10,000,(X)0 
poods of open-hearth steel, and 12,000,000 poods of rolled steeel. And 
probably mdrt that was osed lny the Bufian anny. These figures are 
taken from the Bolshevik official press. National control of produc- 
tive lines in the United States, as advocatod by some, and as adopted 
part by the previois administration, would make jlist abont- the

Xjr. ^ Xaatnoky has a 
pasture aeraaga oaoal 1tt4hat of all 
other OKVB oomUnad that Is pradno- 
Ing not more than one-half of what It 
should In tha way of fOed for Uvestock 
aooordlng to B. XL Stephoaaon, soils 
speoialist of the Colelge of Agricul- 
ture The beet bluegrass pasture wllll 
carry about one steer an acre during 
favorable seasons but iu many pasture 
fields found in the state, several acres 
are required to maintain a single ani- 
mal. .Much of this land, which is too 
poor to furnish profitable pasture, can 
be brought to a profitable state of prq- 
ducUveneu by proper fertllliatlOB, he 
said. 

"In gaooral, baaio slag stands in 
high favor aa a grass fertiliser. How- 
ever, the uaa itf sold phosphate and a 
light application of finely ground lime- 
stone should prove equally aa satlsfao- 
tory. The growing of clover Improves 
the grazing quality of pastures and at 
the same time Improves the soil and 
yield (if Rrass However, on poor, sour 
Bolls. few clovers will succeed with- 
out the uBO of llnieslono. 

"If all manure 1b returned to pas- 
lurcB, It Is rather inexpeiiBivo to main- 
tain the phosphorous supply of the 
soil. Each 100 pounds of meat and 
each 10,000 pounds of milk produced 
on a pasture remove about as much 
pbosphoroua aa la supplied by lOO 
pounda of IC-par eent acid pbospbato. 
The ooat of maintaining the pbosphor- 
oua supply ahould not egeaed SO cenU 
aa aero a year, a m-poond i^plica- 
thm being sufflolent to replace what 
the animals remove for several years, 
provided the manuro la returned. 

••Nearly all old pasture fields arc 
poor in nllropen and organic matter. 

Iiracllcal way to supply the 
Is by Krowlng a leRunio. 
■White clover, Japan riover. and red 
clover all are found to some extent In 
pastures and by the use of lime and 
other fertilizers may be made to prow 
abundantly. As a rule, soils are well 
Moekad with potash, about 90 per cent, 
of It btfng returned In tho manure. 
Thora seldom la any ned for other ap- 
plications of potash when the manure 
Is caiisd for properly."
